Banco Chinchorro would be the 
cruise lines’ daytrip destination for 
diving, fishing, and sightseeing. But 
on Chinchorro, for the first time, 
Hamui's plans are running up 
against resistance—from a group of 
precariously employed scientists, 
students, and barefoot fishers 
“They're crazy,” says Clemente 
Mayorga, who has fished the reef for 
30 years and lives in a dirt-floor 
shack atop the atoll. “There's noth- 
ing here.” To win their support, 


Hamui has offered the reef fishers 
money—$2 per tourist arriving on 
Banco Chinchorro, according to 
Mayorga. But, he says, “even if they 
gave me $5, it’s not enough because 
they're going to destroy the reef and 
you can never replace it.” 


MAYAN RUIN 

The antidevelopment activists are 
holding workshops at fishing coop- 
eratives and schools, encouraging 
residents to speak out, learn zoning 
law, and expose violations.

So, logically, they decide to try and 
make it to the end of the cave sys- 
tem, condemning themselves to 
spending the rest of the movie either 
underwater or spelunking around

IT MAY SEEM TO BE A FRIGHTENINGLY 
complicated and laborious process, 
but completing an Alberta student 
loan application actually takes little 
time. 

Compared, that is, to the years— 
or even decades—that are typically 
required to pay it back. 

Applying for financial assistance 
is so quick and easy (the forms are 
but three or four pages long and can

“| KIND OF THINK IT SOUNDS ‘SPACE 
Nashville’,” muses Nickelas John- 
son. As the main force behind—or 
rather, in front of—Field & Stream, 
he gets to define his music any way 
he wants. As far as sonic semantics go, 

“Space Nashville” is pretty darn good 
It's evocative, and pithy enough to 
make legions of music writers smack 
their foreheads and berate themselves 
for not having thought of it first. 

The phrase is also aptly descriptive 
of the electro-Americana, glitchy-noir 
musical nuggets Field & Stream mine 
from the motherlode vein in Johnson's 
skull. Imagine the Handsome Family 
spliced with Four Tet, if the latter’s 
Kieren Hebden were armed only with 
a shitty Radio Shack mini-synth from 
1982. Now adda touch of 70s prog, If 
you can picture that, you’re almost 
there. 

“We get a lot of people ating 
Grandaddy,” Johnson offers. “I'd like 
to be doing something that no one 
could compare to anything. I'so des- 
perately want to do something origi- 
nal.” 


OF ROBOTS AND MEN 
Johnson could just rest on his lau- 
rels for simply doing something inter- 

esting and listenable. A series of high- 
profile slots opening for the Edmonton 
shows of Casiotone for the Painfully 
Alone and Magnolia Electric Co. 
ought to confirm his band’s worth 

“Yeah, that,” he acknowledges. “I 
was surprised we got those. Can't get 
my head around it. The momentum is 
for some reason really good right now.

He pauses, reconsidering. “Iam 
totally behind my music.

What's 
the deal? 
Has the Invisible Condom 
Disappeared? 


Dear HICD, 

Back in 2000, researchers at Quebec's Laval 
University discovered that an ingredient 
alled sodium lauryl sulfate—an antibacterial 
oddly enough also found in toothpaste and 
shampoo—seems to stops the HIV virus 
from attaching itself to its favourite cells. By 
incorporating this ingredient into a liquid 
that could be applied inside a woman's vagi- 
na where it then turns into a gel, she could 
effectively create an “invisible condom” that 
would help prevent the spread of HIV even 
if he refused to wear a raincoat. 

But as scientific discoveries go, it takes 
only a minute for the media to jump all over 
it, and about 10 years for a product to actu- 
ally be approved for human use. This is 
partly because, while the product does 
seem to work rather nicely on rabbits and 
mice—short of asking humans to slather 
toothpaste or shampoo on their privates— 
you can’t test the stuff on women. 


According to Marc-André Leblanc of the 
Canadian AIDS Society (CAS), the Invisible 
Condom is one of about five 
“Microbicides”"—ie, substances that can 
reduce the transmission of HIV and other 
STDs when applied vaginally and possible, 
rectally—that are currently in Phase 3 of 
clinical trials. Which means i'l still be sev- 
eral years before you'll find it in aisle three 
of your local pharmacy. 

The great thing about microbicides, how- 
ever, says Leblanc, is their potential to 
eventually combat HIV infection in develop-

ing countries, home to 95 per cent of 
HIV/AIDS cases, with half of all new infec- 
tions being found in women. 

Leblanc, who did a presentation on 
Microbicides and HIV/STI prevention at the 
Guelph Sexuality Conference this past June, 
admits that microbicides are not 100 per 
cent effective against infection, and are only 
meant to be used as a back-up but he says, 
“If a product that is 60 per cent effective is 
offered to 73 lower income countries and is
